The negro's 
clothes were bloody aud tbe 
dead officer a pistol was found in 
his pocket. 

Mayor C. C. Spalding. County 
Attorney Henry McElroy, Judge 
Rives and Commonwealth's At¬ 
torney Hill came to tbe front 
steps of the jail and addressed 
tbe citizens, pleading with them 
to let tbe law take its course. 

However, Buckner was taken 
through the rear yard of the jail 
to an auto and taken to St 
Mary's where the fast train w>s 
flagged and the prisoner taken 
to the Jefferson county jail for 
safe ke> ping. 

The dea$l officer had been s 
policemen of the city for two 
I' oars and was a brave end fear- 
ll-ss m an. He was a good citizen 
snd exceedingly popular. He 
was fifty-two years of age and 
haves a wife snd son, Vernon 
Robey.

In All Inaane Asylums of the 
. State. More Room 
Needed. 

Frankfort. Ky , May 4 -The 
records of the Board of Control 
of Kentucky's charitable insti¬ 
tutions show that the average 
number of patients confined ia 
the three asylums for the insane 
daring tho month of March this 
year was 2,705. OT ibis number 
1,453 are confined in the Lake¬ 
land asylum, near Louisville 
1,060 in the Eastern asylum at 
Lexington and 1.192 iu the West¬ 
ern asylum at Hopkinsville. 

All the asylums sre crowded 
and it ia difficult to find room for 
a new patient ti 1 one of the old 
ones is discharged as cured. It 
is txpected that the next Leg s- 
lature will be asked provide for 
additional building* at two of the 
asv lum«, and the Board of Con¬ 
trol willjikely recommend that 
a separate institution be estab¬ 
lished for epileptics. Very few 
of the epileptics are crazy and 
should not toe confined with the 
insane people, so the experts 
say. If ibe epileptic institution 
is established, there will be no 
necessity for additional buildings 
at the asylums, as tbe wards now. 
occupied in the a-v turns by these 
%pil«ptics could^e us d hy addi¬ 
tional io-ane patients when tho- 
epilep^cs are taken sway. *

lums is forty-two and one-half 
cents This includes food eiofn- 
ing, medicines and everything 
This is considered a remarkably 
low rale, couriering >be high 
prices that have to be paid for 
all kinds of foodstuffs.
